Perhaps  it  goes  without  saying  that  our  jjfational  Governnent  has 
achieved  tremendous  progress  in  building  the  education  pronramme  in 
its  different  forms  and  stages.

to  th€  success  of  this  venture  -  two  years  after  it  beaan  - 
the  Government,  represented  by  the  Ministry  of  EducatiO'ii*  adopted  special 
education,  incorporated  it  into  its  pragraiTirnes ,  and  opened  its  first  • 
Institute  for  the  training  of  the  blind.      It  was  called,  "The  Institute 
of  Light  for  the  Education  and  Trainino  of  the  Blind  in  Riyadh",  This 
Institute  was  the  first  cornerstone  laid  by  the  Government  for  organized 
special  education,  and  was  established  in  the  year  1330H'. 

Since  that  time*  the  growth  of  education  incorporated  special  education 
as  a  result  of  newly- initiated  efforts  and  the  availability  of  unlimited 
skills  and  experience?,  that  were  brought  in  from  everywhere,  so  that  special 
education  would  assume  its  natural  place  among  other  forms  of  education. 
So,  in  the  year  1384H,  the  first  two  specialized  Institutes  for  the  education, 
training  and  care  of  deaf  children  was  opened  ~  "The  Institute  of  Hope  for 
Boys  and  Girls  in  Riyadh".      By  that  tine  there  were  already  five  Institutes 
for  the  blind.      In  the  year  1391H  the  first  specialized  Institute  for 
educating,  training  and  caring  for  mentally  retarded  boys  and  girls  in 
Riyadh  was  opened.     By  that  time  the  number  of  Institutes  for  the  blind 
and  for  the  deaf  had  reached  eleven.

-  '■I'he_Blind 

These  yre  the  people  sufferin.'T:  from  complete  blindness  or  whose 
eyesight  does  not  exceed  6/60  in  the  stronp;est  eye  after  treatment 
snd  with  the  aid  of  spectacles.   These  individuals  will  benefit  from 
the  programmes  used  in  the  Institutes  for  the  Blind  at  the  three  levels. 
Those  v/ho  have  completed  secon:l^.ry  education  have  been  frriven  the 
opnortunity  to  enter  universities  in  the  Kinfrdom  in  accordance  with 
the  Tiesolution  issued  by  the  Council  of  Ilinisters,  Number  15  of 
26/2/1400Ho  This  Resolution  offers  them  financial  benefits  in  order  to 
encoura(3:e  them  to  continue  in  their  university  studenties. 

These  are  the  people  whose  eyesight  is  between  6/24  and  6/60  in 
both  eyes  or  in  the  stroni?-est  eye  ^-^fter  treatm.ent  and  with  the  aid  of 
spectacles  o   These  individu.^ls  study  in  the  regular  schools,  which 
endeavour  to  provide  them  with  the  necessary  health  and  social  services 
which  v/ould  help  them  to  continue  v/ith  their  education. 

The_rJeaf 

These  are  the  people  v/ho  are  completely  deaf,   or  partially  so  if 
their  he-^ring  loss  is  more  than  80  decibels  in  the  strongest  ear 
after  treatm.ent  and  with  the  use  of  he-^ring  aids.  These  individuals 
benefit  from,  the  programmes  available  in  the  Institutes  for  the  deaf 
at  each  levelc 

These  are  the  people  whose  he-^ring  loss  does  not  reach  80  decibels 
after  treatment  and  v/ith  the  use  of  hearing  '^.ids»   These  children 
derive  benefit  from  the  Institutes  for  the  Teaf  since  the  Institute 
provides  for  some  of  them,  individual  hearing  -^ids  v/hich  help  them  to 
continue  their  education  in  the  public  school  systems „   Some  of  the 
other  individuals  continue  their  education  in  the  Institutes  for  the 
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Denf  until  such  time        specie!  cl?^sses  are  provided  for  them 
in  the  public  schools. 

Mental  Retardation  r eferes  to  suhaverage  intellictual  funct- 
ioning established  during  the  developmental  period  and  accompanied 
by  impairment  in  the  adaptive  behavior  of  maturation,   learning,  and 
social  adoustraent.   The  mentally  retarded  are  divided  into  three  groups: 
the  educable  (mild  retardation),  the  trainable  (moderate  mental 
retardation),  and  those  needing  complete  physical  care  (severe 
mental  retardation),  It  is  the  educable  retardate  who  benefit  from 
the  special  programmes  provided  in  the  Institutes  for  the  Mentally 
Retarded  at  t'^eir  different  levels  (preparatory  and  educational). 
Some  have  also  derived  benefit  from  the  special  classes  founded  in 
the  public  schools.   The  trainable  retardates  are  sent  by  the 
G^v^rnment-  to  Institutes  outside  the  Kingdom.  The  severely  retarded 
nre  enrolled  in  some  resed.ehtil  units  in  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
Social  Affairs  where  health,  social  and  psychological  services  are 
provid^ed    ^<=^^  them.  ■  .  • 

The_Multiple-Handicap2ed 

These  are  the  people  suffering  from  more  than  one  handicap  and 
who  ^re  thus  unable,  to  benefit  from  the  pror^rammes  provided  in  the 
three  Institutes  (for  the  Blind,  for  the  Deaf  and  for  the  Mentally 
Retarded),  The  most  severe  handicap  will  determine  in  which  Institute 
the  inr^ivlvual  will  be  enrolled. 

Scholarship_rrogrammes  Tor_Stu.dents 

Since  the  Goverment ' s  objective  is  to  provide  the  opportunity 
for  education  for  each  type  of  handicap,  and  as  there  are  some 
individuals  who  cannot  benefit  from  the  special  education  programmes 
available  in  the  Kingdom ,  a  8C]&olaj?sfeip  programme  has  been  implemented 
to  sent  these  children  to  specialised  organizations  in  the  neith- 
buring  Arab  states.  These  benefitting  from  such  programmes  are: 
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The  trainable  mental  retardates,  who  are  sent  to  specialized 
Institutes  in  ^gypt , ,  Syria,  Lebanon  and  Jordan. 

The  superior  graduates  oi  the  Intermediate  Training  Insitute 
for  the  Deaf  -  these  individuals  are  sent  for  specialized 
training  courses  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britian, 
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Since  the  programme  for  tr». inins;  teachers  is  part  of  the  overall 
c^tion.al  process,  the  Ministry  of  -liduc^tion  'Accorded  it  special 
|ention  in  order  to  develop  it  and  to  maximize  its  results. 

|ln  addittion  to  his  educational  tr^tinincr,   the  teachers  of  special 
cation  -  as  with  any  other  teacher  -  m.ust  be  specializ-ed  in  the 
Id  in  which  he  is  to  work,  and  must  be  psycholorf^ica lly  compatible 
the  nature  of  his  v7ork„  The  tr'^ining  of  a  special  class  teacher 
carried  out  in  the  follov/ing  man  er : 

A-  The  selection  of  a  group  of  qualified  teachers  who  have 
experience  as  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  not  less 
than  three  years,   and  who  have  the  wish  to  work  with 
handicapped  children „   These  individuals  are  sent  on  a 
training  course  for  a  period  of  between  six  m.onths  and 
two  years,   so  that  they  may  speciali'^-e  in  the  teaching 
of  the  handicapped.   Borne  of  these  courses  are  provided 
v/ithin  the  Kingdom  and  some  outside  of  it  in  neighbouring 
ilrab  states  or  in  foreign  countries. 

|B-  The  special  education  tea-^her,   from  time  to  tim_e  enrols 
in  short  courses  of  instruction  to  revise,  update  and 
study  new  ways  of  teaching.   These  courses  a.re  conducted 
in  the  Kingdom. 

C-  Advisers,  and  some  of  the  speciqli""ed  em.ployees,  arrange 
debating  groups  and  conferences  within  the  Institutes  in 
V7hich  the  teachers  work  in  order  to  increase  their 
knowledge  of  new  developm.ents  and  more  advanced  methods » 

D-  The  Gpeciali'^ed  administrations,  together  with  the  technical 
departments,  prepare  guidance  pamphlets  at  the  beginning 
of  e^ch  academic  year,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  guide 
teachers  and  assist  newly-employed  staff  to  imxprove  their 
standards  of  performance. 
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
